|} making normal progress, Some of 
| the teeth are decayed so that there 
}is practically no surface for chew- 
ling, others are too painful for 
chewing and some are even badly 
abscessed, Cleaning up conditions 
of this sort cannot but lead to 
better health, 

Some have a mistaken impres- 
sion that it is not necessary to 
take children to a dentist until 
the second teeth begin to appear, 
This is entirely wrong, as the baby 
teeth must do the chewing until 
the permanent teeth arrive; they 
should remain to guide their suc- 
cessors into position, and guard 
against abscess and decay, both 
of which are dangerous enemies 
to health. 

Every parent who is able to do 


a dentist for correction, A child 
shouid start at the age of 244 to

Hugh Wynn. 

Board President D, M. Hicks 
called the meeting for Tuesday 
night to “get all substantial facts” 
in the controversy, which began 
with Wynn's dismissal, purported- 
ly for “dating” students, precipi- 
tated a protest strike of students, 
and uncovered the romance of the 
young athletic director and pretty 
Mary Grubbs, a Rehobeth senior, 

Dr. Hicks said the board meet- 
ing would be “open to the public— 
and that includes Wynn,” but the 
latter was not reached for a state- 
ment as to whether he would at- 
end, 

Previously he had denied going 
with any student other than Miss 
Grubbs, and said they planned to 
marry following her graduation. 

Call for the board meeting fol- 
lowed action of a group of Reho- 
beth patrons Monday in requesting 
Wynn be reinstated or be given 


|“‘reasonable cause” for his dismis- 


sal. Neither Solomon Baxter, 
county superintendent, of educa- 
tion, nor B. L. Ward, Rehobeth 
principal, has commented follow- 
ing the patrons’ meeting. 
Meanwhile, Rehobeth students 
enjoyed an unscheduled holiday 
while the controversy continued, 
The “stay-away-from-class” strike 
began among members of the se- 
nior ¢lass soon after action of 


school authorities in asking Wynn's 


resignation became known, despite 
the coach's advice that they con- 
tinue their studies. 

As the strike persisted, authori- 
ties finally ordered the consoli- 
dated institution closed.
